Saudi Market Update 

• TASI closed 0.9% higher to 8,160 while NOMUC declined 2.1% 
to 16,899 on Sunday. TASI traded value totaled SAR 7.4bn and 
averaged SAR 9.2bn over the last 30 days. The five most active 
stocks (by value) in TASI accounted for 21.3% of the daily traded 
value. 

• MSCI Emerging Markets was closed for trading on Sunday. 

• Banks closed flat, while Materials gained 1.7%. Telecom closed 
1.3% higher. Diversified Financials (up 3.6%), was the best 
performing sector. Among stocks, Anaam International Holding 
Group Co. (4061/ANAAM AB), Alkhaleej Training and Education 
Co. (4290/ALKHLEEJ AB), and Saudi Arabia Refineries Co. 
(2030/SARCO AB), led the gainers. 

• According to the Saudi Arabian Monetary Authority (SAMA), the 
total value of assets held by investment funds in KSA edged up 
by 8% Y/Y to SAR 196.07bn (USD 52.3bn) in 3Q20. The increase 
in investment fund assets during the period followed the 
increase in local funds' assets, which account for 76% of total 
assets, by about 5% to reach about SAR 148.8bn (USD 39.7bn), 
and the increase in foreign fund assets by 19% to reach about 
SAR47.3bn (USD 12.6bn). (Source: Argaam) 

• Alkhaleej Training and Education Co. (4290/ALKHLEEJ AB) 
reported a net profit after Zakat and tax of SAR 15.6mn (USD 
4.2mn) for 9M20, down 8% compared to a profit of SAR 16.9mn 
(USD 4.5mn) in the same period a year earlier. The company 
attributed the decline in net profit to a drop in sales due to 
COVID-19. (Source: Argaam) 

• Al Hassan Ghazi Ibrahim Shaker (1214/SHAKER AB) reported a 
net profit after Zakat and tax of SAR 6.2mn (USD 1.7mn) for 
9M20, against a net loss after Zakat and tax of SAR 45.3mn (USD 
12.1mn) in the prior-year period. The higher profit was spurred 
by a marginal rise in sales revenue, lower operating expenses as 
a result of organizational restructuring and a decline in rental 
costs. (Source: Argaam) 

• Arab Sea Information System Co. (9505/ARABSEA AB)'s net loss 
after Zakat and tax stood at SAR 8mn (USD 2.13bn) for the nine 
months ending November 8, 2020, versus net profit of SAR 
3.6mn (USD 0.9mn) in year-earlier period, driven by a 31.03% 
slump in revenue, and a 17.58% rise in cost of revenue. (Source: 
Argaam) 

• Saudi Chemical Co. (2230/SCCO AB) reported a net profit after 
Zakat and tax of SAR 97mn (USD 25.9mn) for 9M20, a 16% 
increase, compared to SAR 83.6mn (USD 22.3mn) in the same 
period a year earlier. The increase is attributed to higher sales 
and lower general and administrative expenses, and finance 
costs. (Source: Argaam)

GCC & Global Markets Update 

• Global markets were closed for trading on Sunday. 

• Asian markets are trading in the green on Monday. China and 
Japan are trading 1.9% and 2.6% higher, respectively. South 
Korea, Hong Kong and India are up 1.5%, 1.6% and 1.5%, 
respectively, in the morning session. 

• GCC markets ended mixed on Sunday. Dubai gained 1.0%, while 
Abu Dhabi declined 0.3%. Kuwait and Qatar closed 0.2% higher. 
Oman and Bahrain were closed for trading. 

• According to World Bank, money flows from expatriate hubs 
around the world to low and middle-income countries are 
forecast to drop by 7% to USD 508bn (SAR 1.9tn) this year. The 
World Bank also projected that due to the economic slowdown 
and continued spread of the coronavirus pandemic, 2021 will 
also see remittances to fall further by 7.5% to USD 470bn (SAR 
1.7tn). (Source: Zawya) 

• Dubai Startup Hub, an initiative of Dubai Chamber of Commerce 
and Industry, has recorded a 236% Y/Y surge in membership 
during 1H20. Dubai Startup Hub membership reached 1,568 in 
1H20, compared to 466 in the same period last year, while a 
13% in average monthly growth was observed. (Source: Trade 
Arabia) 

• Dubai Electricity and Water Authority (Dewa) has announced the 
opening of 20 new power substations this year as part of its 
efforts to provide utility services of highest standards of 
availability, reliability, and efficiency. The total cost of the 
substations has reached AED 2.6bn (SAR 2.65bn). (Source: Trade 
Arabia) 

• Oman's real estate and tourism developer Muriya said work is 
moving at a steady pace on The Beachfront, the newest 
development at Jebel Sifah development near Muscat, and is 
well ahead of schedule for completion by end of 2021. (Source:

• According to reports, Oman Oil Company and Kuwait Petroleum 
International have made steady progress on their refinery 
project in Duqm area of Oman with nearly 72% of the work 
already completed.

The sub-contract was awarded by 
Shandong Teijun Electric Power Engineering Company Ltd for 
the JUBAIL 3A Independent Water Project, off Jubail in Eastern 
KSA.
